"I'VE BEEN SOMETHING OF A POLITICAL ACTIVIST IN THE CIVIL 
RIGHTS AND THE ANTI-VIETNAM WAR SIEGE THAT WE WENT THROUGH FOR 
ABOUT TEN YEARS. I GUESS DISARMAMENT IS THE BIGGEST QUESTION OF 
OUR TIMES. AND THERE'S NO SENSE ASKING THE QUESTION IF YOU'RE 
NOT PREPARED TO HAVE SOME KIND OF ANSWER, THE UNITED NATIONS HAS 
A HISTORY OF PUBLIC AND CITIZEN DELEGATES TO THE SPECIAL SESSIONS 
AND I WAS APPOINTED ON THAT BASIS, I GUESS," 

VOICE: 

MISTER NEWMAN SAYS HE SEES HIS ROLE FOR THE MOST PART AS 
DRAWING THE ATTENTION OF THE AMERICAN PUBLIC TO DISARMAMENT, BUT 
HE'S NOT JUST A PART TIME PUBLIC RELATIONS REPRESENTATIVE. EVERY 
DAY HE'S IN THE OFFICE SET ASIDE FOR HIM ON THE SEVENTH FLOOR 
OF THE UNITED STATES MISSION TO THE U-N, AND MOST DAYS HE CROSSES 


THE STREET TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO LISTEN TO THE DEBATE AND 
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JOIN IN THE CLOSED-DOOR NEGOTIATIONS. HE'S EVEN DELIVERED A 
HIGHLY TECHNICAL SPEECH ON THE U-S OFFER TO PROVIDE GROUND AND

"WELL, WHAT THEY DON'T SEEM TO UNDERSTAND IS THAT THERE ARE
